And is this no prejudice againſt it ? Can any Man 
think, that this priviledge was at firſt conferred upon 
the Church of Rome, and that Chriſtians in all Ages 
did believe it, and had conſtant recourſe to it, for 
the determining of differences, and yet that very 
Church, which hath enjoyed and uſed it ſo long, 
ſhould now be at a loſs where to find it? Nothin 
could fall out more unluckily, than that there ſhoul 
be ſuc h differences among them about that which they 
pretend to be the only Means of ending all differences. 
There is not the leaſt intimation in Scripture of 
this priviledge conferr'd upon the Roman Church 
nor do the Apoſtles, in all their Epiſtles, ever ſo 
much as give the leaſt direction to Chriſtians to ap- 
peal to the Biſhop of Rome for a determination of 
many differences, which even in thoſe times happen'd. 
among them. And it is ſtrange they ſhould be ſo ſi- 
lent in this matter,whenthere were ſo many occaſions 
to ſpeak of it; if our Saviour had plainly appointed 
ſuch an infallible Fudge of Controyerſies, for this 
very end, todecide the differences that ſhould hap- 
ben among Chriſtians; It is ſtrange that the Anr:- 
ent Fathers, in their diſputes with Hereticks, ſhould 
never appeal to this Judge; nay it is ſtrange they ſhould 
not conſtantly do it, in all caſes, it being ſo ſhore 
and expedite a way for ending of Controverſies. And 
| this very conſideration, to a wiſe man, is inſtead of 
a thouſand Arguments to ſatisfy him that in thoſe 
times no ſuch thing was believed in the whole World. 
No this Doctrine of Infallibility, if it be not true, 
is of ſo much the more pernicious conſequence to 
Chriſtianity, becauſe the conceit of it does confirm 
them that think they have it, in all their other Er- 
rots ; and gives them a pretence of aſſuming an Au- 
thority to themſelves, to impoſe their own fancies 
and miſtakes upon the whole Chriſtian World.

(A.) Had I not Deſerted my Whig giſh Principles, and 
und Jacobite, another Popiſh Doctrine I wowd prove 
Erronious, is their Doctrine, of Tranſubſt ant iation. A 
hard word, but 1 would to God that were the worſt 
of it; the thing is much more difhcult. I have ta- 
ken ſome pains to conkder other Religions that have 
been in the World, and I mut freely declare, that I 
never yet, in any of them, met with any Article or 
Propoſition, impoſed upon the belief of Men, half 
ſo unreaſonable and hard to be believed as this is. 
And yet this in the Romiſh Church is eſteem'd one of 

the moſt principle Articles of the Chriſtian Faith: 
though there is no more certain Foundation for it 
in Ecripture, then for our Saviours being Subftantial- 
ally changed into all thoſe things which are ſaid of 
him, as that he is a Rock, a Vine, a Door, and a 
hundred other things. . 

But this is not all. This Doctrine hath not only 
no certain Foundation in Scripture, but I have a far || 
heavier charge againſt ir, namely, that it under 
mines the very Foundation of Chriſtianity it ſelf. 
And ſurely nothing ought to be admitted to be a 
part of the Chriſtian Doctrine, which deſtroys the 
reaſon of our belief of the whole. And that this Do- 
Arine does ſo, will appear evidently, if we conſider 
what was the main Argument which the Apoſtles 1! 
uſed to convince the World of the truth of Chriſtiani- 
ty. And that was this; That our Bleſſed Saviour, the 
Aathor of this Doctrine, wrought ſuch and ſuch mira- 
cles, and particularly that he roſe again from the dead; 
And this they proved, becauſe they were Eye-wit- | | 
neſſes of his Miracles, and had ſeen him and converſed 
with him after he was riſen from the dead. But what 
if their ſences did deceive them in this matter 2, Then 
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it cannot be denied, but that the main proof of 
Chriſtianity falls to the ground, | 
Well! We will now ſuppoſe (as the Church of 
Rome does) Tranſubſtantiation to have been one prin- 
cipal part of the Chriſtian Doctrine, which the A- 
poſtles preached. But if this Doctrine be true, then 
all Mens Senſes are deceived in a plain ſenſible mat- 
ter, wherein 'tis as hard for them to be deceived, as 
in any thing in the World ; For two things can 
hardly be imagin'd more different, than a little bit of 
Wafer, and the whole Body of a Man. 
So that the Apoſtles perſwading Men to believe 
this Doctrine, perſwaded them not, to truſt their 
Senſes, and yet the Argument which they uſed to 
perſwade them to this, was built upon the direct con - 
trary principle, that Mens Senſes are not to be truſted; 
for if they be not, then notwithſtanding all the evi- 
dence the Apoſtles offer'd for the Reſurrection of our 
Saviour, he might not be riſen; and ſo the Faith of 
Chriſtians was vain So they that repreſent the A- 
poſtles as abſurdly as is poſſible, viz. Going about to 
perſwade Men out of their Senſes. by vertue of an Ar- 
gument, the whole ſtrength whereof depends upon 
the certainty of Senſe. 

And now the matter is brought to a fair iſſue. It 
the Teſtimony of Senſe be to be relied upon, then 
Tranſubſtantiation is falſe: If it be not, then no Man 
is ſure that Chriſtianity is true. For the utmoſt aſ- 
ſurance that the Apoſtles had of the truth of Chrſti- 
anity, was the Teſtimony of their own Senſes 
concerning our Saviour's Miracles; and this Teſti- 

mony every Man hath againſt Tranſubf antiat ion. 
From whence it plainly follows, that no Man (no 
not the Apoſtles themſelves) had more reaſon to 
believe Chriſtianity to be true, than every Man hath 
do believe Tranſubſtantiation to be falſe. And we 
uv bo did not ſee our Saviour's Miracles (as the _ 
Wi es 
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| ſtles did) and have only a credible Relation of them, 
but do ſee the Sacrament, have leſs evidence of the 
truth of Chriſtianity, than of the falſhood of Tranſub- 

ſtantiation. | 
But cannot God impoſe upon the Senſes of Men, 
and repreſent things to them otherwiſe than they 
are? Yes, undoubtedly, And if he hath revealed 
that he doth this, are we not to believe him ? Moſt 
certainly. But then we ought to be aſſured that he 


; hath made ſuch a Revelation; which Aſurance no 
Man can have, the certainty of Senſe being taken 
away. |

- for this purpoſe, let any Man if he can find a better 
A and more convincing Argument. 
o (5. ) Had 1 not deferred my Whiggiſh Principles, and 
0 turn d Jacobite, another Popiſh Doctrine, I wou'd 
h prove Erronious, is their Doctrine of depoſing Kings 
e in caſe of Hereſie, and Abſolving their Subjects from 
J- their Allegiance to them. And this is not a meer 
es b ; Speculative _

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16 Dunton's Recantation, Or, 
Speculative Dactrine, but hath been put in Practice ma- 
ny a time by the Biſhops of Rome, as every one knows 
that is vers'd in Hiſtory ; for the Troubles and Con- 
fuſions which were occaſion'd by this very thing make 
a good part of the Hiſtory of ſeveral Ages. 

I hope no body expects that I ſhould take the pains 
to ſhew, that this was not the Doctrine of our Saviour 
and his Apoſtles, nor of the Primitive Chriſtians. The 
Papiſts are many of them fo far from pretending to 
this, that in ſome times, and places, when it is not ſea- 


| ſonable and for their purpoſe, we have much a-doe 


to perſuade them that ever it was their Doctrine. 
But if Tranſubſtantiation be their Doctrine, this is; 
for they came both out of the ſame Forge, I mean 
the Council of Lateran, under Pope Innocent the Third. 
And if (as they tell us) Tranſubſt antiation was then 
eſtabliſn'd, ſo was he. And indeed one would think 
they were Twins, and brought forth at the ſame time, 
they are ſo like one another, that is, both ſo mon- 
ſtroully unreaſonable Thus have I ſhewn how Er- 
ronious the Papiſts are in Five of their Doftrines were 


J not turn'd JACOBITE (and conſequently, ſhould 


the Pretender ſucceed in his next Rebellion, be forc'd 
to believe all the Papiſts Errors in Point of Doctrine,) 
I wou'd proceed to prove'em greatly Erronious in al 
the reſt of their Dofrines, but for ;Brevity ſake, | 
II. I come now in the Second place, to conſider.

And here had I not deſerted my Whiggiſh Principles, 
and turn d Jacobite, the firſt Bad Practice in the Church 
of Rome that I would Reprove is, A 
(ii.) Their Celebrating of their Divine Service in an un- 
knows Tongue, And that not only contrary tq the 
Practice of the Primitive Church, and to the great; 
End and Deſign of Religious Worſhip, which is the 
= ä Edification 
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Edification of thoſe who are concerned in it, (and 


it is hard to imagine how Men can be edify'd by 
what they do not underſtand) but likewiſe in direct 
contradiction to St. Paul, who hath no leſs than a 
whole Chapter, wherein he confutes this Practice as 
fully, and condemns it as plainly, as any thing is cone 
demn'd in the whole Bible. And they that can have 
the Face to maintain that this Practice was not con- 
demned by St. Paul, or that it was allowed and nſed 
in the firſt Ages of Chriſtianity, need not be aſham- 
ed to ſet up for the defence of any Paradox in the 
World. 

(2.) Had I not deſerted my Whiggiſh Principles, and 
turn'd Jacobite, the Second Bad Practice in the 
Church of Rome, that I won d reprove, is the Com- 
munion in one kind, And that notwithſtanding that 
even, by their own acknowledgement, our Saviour 
inſtituted it in both Kinds, and the Primitive Church 
ad miniſtred it in both Kinds. This I muſt acknow- 
ledge is no Addition to Chriſtianity, but 4 Sacrilegi- 
ous taking away of an Eſſential part of the Sacra- 
ment, For the Cup is as Eſlential a part of the Inſti- 
tution as the Bread; and they might as well, and by 
the ſame Authority, take away the one as the other, 
and both as well as either. 

(3.) Had I not deſerted my Whiggiſh Principles, and 
turn'd Jacobite, the Third Bad Practice in the Church 
of Rome that I wou'd reprove, 1s. their worftipping 
Images. Which Practice (notwithſtanding all their 
Diſtinctions about it, which are no other but what 
the Heathrns uſed in the ſame Caſe) flies as full in 
the Face of the Second Commandment, as 2 deliberate 
and malicious killing of a Man is againſt the Sixth, 


But if the Caſe be ſo plain, a Man would think that 


at leaſt the Teachers and Guides of that Church 
ſhould be ſenſible of it. Why, they are ſo, and 
afraid the People ſhould be ſo __ And therefore 

F | in 
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in their Ordinary Catechiſms and Manuals of Devoti- 
on, they leave out the Second Commandment, and di- 
vide the Tenth into two to make up the number, leſt 
if the common People ſhould know it, their Confci- 
ences ſhould ſtart at the doing of a thing ſo directly 
contrary to the plain Command of God. 

(4.) Had I not deſerted my Whiggiſh Principles, and 
turn'd Jacobite, the Fourth Bad Practice in the Church 
of Rome that I world Keprove is, the Worſhipping of 
the Bread and ine in the Euchariſt, out of a falfe 
and groundleſs Perſualion, that they are ſubſtantiall 

changed into the Body and Blood of Chriſt, Which, if 
ic be not true (and it hath good Fortune if it be, for 
certainly it is one of the molt incredible things in 

the whole World) then by the Confeſſion of ſeve- 

ral of their own learned Writers, they are guilty 

of groſs Idolatry. 

(5.) Had I not deſerted myWhiggiſhPrinciples,and turn'd 
Zacobite, the Filth Bad Prattice in the Church of 
Rome that lwouldReprove, is chelVurſhin and Invocation 
of Saints and Angeln; ard particularly of the Virgin 
Mary, which hath now for ſome Ages been a Prin- 
cigal part of thei: Religion. Now a Man may juſt- 
iy wonder that ſo conſiderable a part of Religion, as 
they make this to be, ſhould have no manner of 
3 Foundation in the Scripture. Does out Saviour any 
where {peak one Word concerning the worſhipping of Her? 
Nay, does he not take all Occaſions to reſtrain all 
extravagant apprehenſions and imaginations concern- 
ing the Honour due to her, as fore- ſeeing the dege- 
neracy of the Church in this thing? When he was 
told chat his Mother and Brethren were without: 
Wh, (ſays he) are my Mother and my Brethren ? He 
tat auth the Will of my Father, the ſame is my Mother, 
and Siſter and Brother, And when the Woman brake 
torth into that rapture concerning the bleſſed Mo- 
ther of our Lord; Blifcd is the Womb that bar thee, 
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Ulis Reaſons for turning Jacobite, 19 ; 
and the Paps that gave thee ſuck! Our Saviour diverts 
it to another thing; Tea rather, bleſſed are they that 
hear the Word of God and keep it. Does either our Sa- 
viour or his Apoſtles in all their Precepts and Di- 
rections concerning Prayer and the manner of it, and by 
whom we are to addreſs our ſelves to God, give the 
leaſt intimation of Prayer to the Virgin Mary, or 
making uſe of her Mediation? And can any Man 
believe, that if this had been the Practice of the 
Church from the Beginning, our Saviour and his A- 
poſtles would have been ſo ſilent about /o conſiae- 
rable 4 part of Religion; inſomuch, that in all the E- 
piſtles of the Apoſtles, I do not remember that her 
Name is ſo much as once mentioned? And yet the 
worſhip of her in the Church of Rome, is a main part 
of their Publick Worſhip ; yea, and of their pri- 
vate Devotion too, in which it is vſual with them 
to ſay ten Ave Maries for one Pater Neſter, that 
is, for one Prayer they make to Almighty God, they 
make ten Addreſſes to the bleſſed Firgin, for that is 
the proportion obſerved in their Roſaries, He that 
conſiders this, and had never ſeen the Bible, would 
have been apt to think that there had been more 
ſaid concerning her in Scripture, than either con- 
cerning God, or our bleſſed Saviour; and that the 
New-Teſtament were full from one end to the other, 
of Precepts and Exhortations to the worſhipping of 
her; and yet when all is done, I challenge any Man 
to ſhew me, ſo much as one Sentence in the whole Bible 
that ſounds that way. And there is as little in the Chri- 
ſtian Writers of the firſt Three hundred Years. The 
Truth is, this practice began to creep in among ſome 
_ Superſtitions People about the middle of the Fourth 
Century: Ard | remember particularly, that Fpipha- 
niue, who lived about that time, calls it, the Hereſſe 
of the Women But if Jacobisiſm or Popery (for | told 
you before, they were Synonimous Words) be thus 
WD 2 Erro- 
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Erroniaus in its Dofrines, and Bad in its PRACTICE, 
(had I not deſerted my Muiggiſh Principles and turnd 
Facobite) I wowd here have proved by UNDOUB- 
TED AUTHORITIES, that if ever the Pretender 


ſhould uſurp his Majeſtys Throne, and be Crommd King, 


that then all the HERETICKS of Great Britain mult 
approve of theſe Popiſh Dof#rines and Practices, or 
BURN for their Religion; and therefore (Reader) 
as my turning Jacobite i the firſt Step to Popery, Il] next 
give you an Account of the true Nature of that Bloody Re- 
ligion, that ſo you may ſee (by the Cowardice of one 


who deſerts bis Proteſtant Principles, for fear of ſuffering 
for *em)how you'll be able to practice Popery, if the Pre- 


render ſnould ſucceed in his Attempts to Dethrone his 
Majeſty, and make it the Religion of Great Britain. 
And here, (Reader) that I may give you the clearer 
Idea of the Goodneſs and Depth of my Underſtanding in 
turning Jacobite, (alias PAPIST) after having been 
FIFTY YEARS a fincere Proteſtant of the Church 
of England: VII give you from Bellarmin, Ca- 


jetan, and other Roman Doctars, a Juſtification of ſuch 


Popiſh Cruelties as you maſt certainly ſuffer, if the 
Pretender (bould ſucceed in bis next Rebellion, but (now 
I think on't) I need not ho ſo far back as to quote 


the avow?d Doctrines and Practices of their Antient 


Writers, for can any thing explain the Monſtrous 
Nature of POPERY (which is nothing elſe 
but ameer C HE AT, to pick the Pockets of Credulous 
Fools) half ſo well, as Guy Faux his Dark-Lanthorn, 
Huberts Wildfire, London. Flames, Piedmontane- 
Maſſacres, Parilian- Shambles, the Iriſh Rebellion, the 
Marian Bone-fires, or as Bloody Biſhop Bonner's Cruel 
ties to the Proteſtants iz Queen Mary's Days, will do, 
in which all may ſee at what dear Rates our Glorious 
Anceſtois, the undeunted Martyrs of our Holy Pro- 
feſſion, purchaſed their Religion; you will ſee, that 


it coſt that Generation, which laſt went off the Stage, 
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Fire and Faggot, and the moſt exquiſite Tortures, 
which none could Invent or Inflict, but they whoſe 
Hearts were /cs on fire of Hell; nor any endure, but 
they whoſe Galant and Noble Souls were born up 
with Heavenly Cordials, and a power from on High: 
And all this they waliantly endured, that they might 
leave to us the Doctrine and Worſhip of Jeſus Chriſt 
undefiled. And (were I not turn d Jacobite I would 
affirm) the ſame Cruelties would have been acted again 
upon all the Proteſtants of Great Britain and Ireland, 
had the Popiſh Pretender ſucceeded in his late Rebel- 
lion, The Romaniſts indeed make a flouriſh with 
Fathers, Doctors, Councils, &c. but theſe are but the 
Forlorn Hope when all is done, Club - Law is their beſt 
Weapon, and Horrid Maſſacres, Gibbets, Wracks, and 
Smithfield Fires, are their beſt Friends, And yet even 
here, as you will ſee (in my following Reaſons for turn- 
ing Jacobite) the Wiſdom of God hath Baffed and 
fooled them at their own Weapon, and over-ſhot them 
in their own Bow, making the Blood of the Martyrs 
(and perſecuted Chriſtians) the Seed of the Church, 
whilſt from theAſhes of theſe Renomned Worthies,who 

Sacrificed their Lives in the Flames, to the Truth, 
there ſprung up a new Generation to bear Witneſs 

againſt their Errors. The Papiſt- (tho? I ſhou'd not 

own it, as by turning Jacobite, I may properly be 

call'd a Bird of the ſame Feather) do in their Craelties 

and Murthers, their Maſſacres and Burcheries, out- vie 

even Heathen Rome, ſcorning that the Barbarous Turk 

ſhould out-do them in all manner of Savage Inhuwa- 

nities, Or that the Cannihals themſelves ſhould be Co- 

rivals with them in Eating the Fleſh and Drinking 

the Blood of Proreſtants, Witneſs poor America, where, 
in a little time were Murthered many Millions of Pro- 

teftants;, Witneſs poor Ireland, where ſome Hundred 

Thouſand of Infants, Virgins, Widows, Wives, Huibands, 

Children and Parcats, were by variety of the moſt 
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unheard of Tortures, ſent into Eternity, whoſe Blood 
will be a laſting Monument of Rome's Barbarizy, whilſt 
Hiſtory can ſpeak or tranſmit to incredulous Poſte- 
rity the Remarkables' of Elapſed Ages; Witneſs Paris 

where Ten Thouſand Lives in Three Days ſpent, could 
not ſquench that violent Thirſt of Blood which ra- 
ged in the Hearts of Cruel Papifts, And doubtleſs, 
had the late Kebelljon in Scotland, and Lancaſhire taken 
eſfect, his Unbolineſs would have made Bone fires 

Wrung the Bells all over Rome, ſhot off his Guns, 2nd 
Sung himſelf for Triumph, (Oh horrid Blaſphemy) 
Te Deum Laudamus, We praiſe thee O God, But 
bleſſed be God through the Conduct and Bravery of 
his Majeſty's Forces, we are yet preſerv'd, (i. e. 1 
ſhou'd have been thus thankful had I not turn'd Jaco- 
bite, that I might be fond of my own Ruin) and 
ſeeing we are, let us maintain and keep alive in our 
Hearts a ſetled Deteſtation of, and ſix d Oppoſition 
againſt that Religion, whoſe Faith is Faction, whoſe 
Promiſes are f quivocation, whoſe Worſhip is Idolatry, 
whoſe Principles are High Treaſon, whoſe Mercies 
are Cruelties, whoſe Practices are Stabbing and Poi- 
ſoning of Kings, whoſe Frame of Government is a Po- 
litick Deſign to En ſlave the World; and whoſe G 
is a pretty little tiny Thing, which the Prieſt firſt 
Creates with a Charm of four Words long, and then 
Worſhips the Works of his ow? Hands, and when he 
has done, chops him up at a Bit, and makes no Bones 


of him. 


But they that wonld more fully know what Popery 
is, and how happy they are like to be under a Popiſh 
Pretender,let them ask the poor Remainders of ruined 
Iriſh Proteftants;, they will tell you they found it not 


a Notion, or empty airy Thing to puzzle Mens Wits 


with <cubtleties: The Schoolman's thin Diſtinttions 
whcih will cut « Hair, would not cut their Throats. 


It was not bard Words but (arp Swords that laid them 
| and 
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and left them to wallow in their Blood : So that hang, 
draw and quarter, and try them afterwards is Popery, 
in the Modern 7riſh Diale& ; but take notice, I don't 


ſpeak theſe Cruel Things of Popery, as one that has 


deſerted his Whiggiſh Principles, and is now a profeſt 
Jacobite, but as one that was lately a Proteſtant, and, as 
ſuch, I muſt ſtill own we muſt put a vaſt difference, 
if we haye not a mind to cheat our ſelves into our 
Graves, between Silk and Sattin Popery, as it com- 
plements us in the Streets with a Tres humble Servi- 
ture, Monſieur | and the Iron and Steel Popery, as 
it marches under the Pope's Bleſſing and Banner a- 
gainſt the Poor Engliſh Proteſtants. And it's one thing 
(as we ſhall find, ſhou'd the Pretender ſucceed in his 
intended Rebellion) to view Popery in Arras-hangings, 
the Inquiſition in a Landskip, or the burning of the City 
in a Sx penny Picture, and quite another thing to 
hear the diſmal ſhweeks and horrid cries, to behold 
the gaſtly looks and the amazed Faces of poor Crea- 
tures ſuffering under, or flying from, Romiſh Cru- 
elty ; or thoſe High-Church Tools that the Facobires 
work with, to reſtore the Pretender, Popery and Sla- 
very. 

ad thus, Reader, tho? I have own'd my ſelf g- 
norant, Falſe and Impudent enough to make one of 
thoſe Vile and deluded Wretches we call Mad- men, 
alias Jacobites, alias Papiſts ; yet out of meer Compaſe 
ſion 0 thy Precious and Immortal Soul, I have here 
given you ſome Inſtaxces of thoſe Erroneous Do- 
Arines and Bad Practices, which the Church of Rome 
have Built upon the Foundation of Cbrifflanity. 
Much more might have been ſaid of them; but 
from what hath been ſaid, any Man may eaſily diſ- 


cern how dangerous they are to the Salvation of 


Men. | 
But perhaps, Reader, you'll here turn Critick, 
and ſay, Who hut a Mad-man indeed would turn Jaco- 
: bue, 
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bite, that has fairly own'd in the Recantation of his 
Whiggiſh ( or Proteftant) Principles that if ever the 
Pretender comes to be King of Great Britain, he 
muſt believe all thoſe Doctrines and Practices to be 
truly Orthodex, that he now declares to be Bad and 
Erroniow, or elſe burn at the Stake for a Hererich. 
To this I anſwer, I think this Queſtion is yery im- 
pertinent, for has not Dunton fairly own'd he is

Hour, (or at moſt for more than the whole or long 
Age of an Hour.) If I had not Hopes in thoſe Siæty 


Minutes to give the Jacobite Tories, (or High Church- 


men) ſuch a frightful Glimpſe of their PASSIVE 
REBELLION, as will make them all True Con- 
verts to King George, their alone Rightful and ever 
Glorious Sovereion ;, and to this excellent Prince (as 
he Rules exathly by Law, and never made one falſe Step 
in his whole Reign) our Pulpit-Rebeis may, (with 
Honour and Conſcience) ſcrew up their OLD 
CANT (of Paſſive Obedience and Non-reſit ance) to the 
higheſt Peg. | 
Howeyer, you ſee, Reader, tis no Wonder that 
I ſhould prove the Papiſts Poctrines and Practices to 
be Bad, and Erronious, and yet continue a Jacobite, 
in order to turn Papiſt, (as ſoon as ever the Preten- 
der can eſtabliſh Popery in Great Britain ,) when *tis 
clear I could not be a Right Jacobite, (or Recant in 
Earneſt of my Whiggiſh Principles.) If I had one 
Dram of Conſcience, Senſe or Thought, in my whole 
Compoſition, g Hh 
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" *Tis true, one that was not a Jacobite, (but a Man 
in his right Senſes,) would, before he chang'd his Re- 
ligion, conſider the Merits of the Cauſe it ſelf, he 
wou'd throughly examin the Doctrines and Practices 
of the Churches on both ſides, (that is of both Pro- 
teſt ant and Papiſt) before he turn'd Jacobite, in order 
to die a Papiſt; and would conſider al} other things 
that would move a Conſctencious and prudent Man 
to change his Religion; but, alas! to act thus, 
would preſently damp all his Inclination to turn 
Facobite, had I conſidered the Matter never fo little, 
1 had never deſerted my Whiggiſh Principles (which 
are truly Loyal and Orthodox) to turn Jacobite one 
Minute; for in that act (like other Jacobites) I fin 
againſt Light and Knowledge, and for that Reaſon, 
Pl continue a Facobite but half an Hour, or an Hour

Never did any Chriſtian 
Church build ſo much Hay and Stubble upon the Foun- 
dation of Chriſtianity ; and therefore thoſe that are 
ſaved in it, muſt be ſaved, as it were, out of the 
Fire : And though PURGATORY be not meant in 
the Text, yet it is a Doctrine very well ſuited to 
their manner of Building; for there is need of an 
Ignis Purgatorius, of a Fire to try their Work what 
it is, and to burn up their Hay and Stuhble. How- 


ever, ſince I now declare my ſelf a Jacobite, I hof e 
my ( Late) Proteſtant Brethren will have ſo much 
Charity for me ſtil}, as to think that a great mary 


E among 
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| among the Papiſts (for ſuch they'll find me as long 
as I continue a Jacobite) who live piouſly, and are 
become Papiſts, by the prejadice of Education, and 
an invincible Ignorance ; or through Inconſideration 
and Cowardice, (which is my Caſe or I were no Faco- 
bite) will ypon a general Repentance, find Mercy 
with God; and though their Work ſuffer Loſs and 
be burnt, yct they themſelves may eſcape as out 
of the Fire, But 2s for thoſe who have had the 
Opportunities of coming to the Knowledge of the 
Truth, (as all Proteſtants have before they turn 
Jacobites, alias Papiſts,) it they continue in the Er- 
rors of the Roman Church, or Apoltatize from the 
Truth, I think their Condition is ſo far from be- 
ing lafe, that there muſt be extraordinary favour- 
able Circumſtances in their Caſe, to give a Man 
Hopes of their Salvation; fo that *tis plain every 
Jacobite (or Apoſtate Proteſtant) is not only a 
pertect Mad-man, but by being a harden'd Sinner, 
has renver'd his Salvation (almoſt) impoſlible, or 
leſs probable than that of a Man that was Bred, 
and always liv'd a Papiſt; however as Dunton is 
turn'd Jacobite, he muit continue ſo for half an 
Hour, and then farewell Popery and Jacobitiſm

Thus (Reader) you ſce bad I not deſerted my Whig-

duct of ſome People now in ſuch Circumſtances, 
who tho? they have acted as no Men in their Condi- 
ion ever acted before them, are yet ſpar'd and have 
not been able to provoke the Government to uſe 
them as they deſerve; it is true the Government in 
this have acted in a ſtation Superior to the Cour ſe of 
Nature, and even a little God-like, yet Mr. Dion 
is not the firſt that in ſuch Caſes have made even the 
Gocdneſs and Clemency of the Sovereign, an En— 
couragement to act againſt him. As to the pretend- 
ed Sin of Iogratitude he leaves that to be talk't of 
by it ſelf, and himſelf to account for it among the 
General Race of Mankind of whom it may be faid 
that to be ungrateful to Benefactors ſeems to be a 
Vice rivited in Humane Nature, 5 
But this is not all, for other Reaſons preſent them 
ſelves to our View drawn from the preſent Circum- 
ſtances of things, and which might very well prevail 
with Mr. Dun on, to Change Sides, and firſt of all the 
aſſurances he has received from his Correſpondents, 
abroad, of the Extraordinary Circumſtances of the 
Perſon whoſe Inte; eft he is now to Eſpouſe; his for- 
midable Power, ſtrong Alliances, his Immenſe Wealth, 
powerſul Acmies, invincible Navy, Extrao:dinary 
Admiral at Sea, and mighty General at Land: Upon 
mature Conſideration where of, who can Wonder that 
Mr. Dunton, if he had any foreſight of Things in 
the World, any concern for his own fatety, ſhould 
chink ſeriouſly of taking Party with thoſe who 
have ſuch Proſpects, and ſuch powerful means where- 
with to undertake what he had in Hand, with a 
certainty of Succels,

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lt may not be amiſs to Expatiate upon theſe Heads 
a little, leaſt every one may not ſee with the ſame Eyes 
that Mr. Dunton has ſeen with, and conſequently 
making a different Judgment of things, may be apt

cleſiaſtick Palace, and reſerving only their Subjection 
to the Pope in matters of civil Authority, has left all 
Subjects that are fled thither after him, to his own 
diſpoſe in Criminal Matters; ſo that he can hang 
and draw all within himſelf, and is at full liberty 
x be az abſolute a Tyrant there, as he deſired to be 

ere. 

As to his ſtrong Alliances, firit he has made a firm 
and unalterable League or Alliance Offenſive or De- 
tenſive, with the moſt High and Mighty Princeſs the 
Queen Dowager of England, and with all her imme- 
diate Subjects at the moſt illuſtrious Court of St. 
Germans, by which he is ſure of having upon all 


Occaſions, the aſſiſtance of the powerful Forces, 


which that illuſtrious Princeſs keeps in conſtant 
Pay, conſiſting of an inumerable number of Scots, 
and Britiſh Refugees, and Run-aways of deſperate For- 
tunes, and of Courage equal to the Goodneſs of 
their Principles.

thoſe who pray to them on Earth, as their own Prieſts 
themſelves believe they have; and if ſo, how can it 
be expected that any humane Power on Earth can 
_ reſiſt the Force and Fury of this Perſon fo Arm'd 
and ſo aſſiſted, and eſpecially Mr. Dunton, who is 
a Sincere and Zealous Chriſtian Catholick (Proteſtant) 
and cannot but put a very great Streſs and Weight 
upon ſuch things as theſe, who can expect but we 
ſhould take part with them, who Heaven takes part 
with, for this is zo Treaſon to ſy, viz. that if ever 
King George himſelf was fighting againſt Heaven, 
few that had a true Sence of Religion would be for 
him, and the juſt contrary Opinion has made all ho-

dertakings which he has in hand, theſe things added 
to the former muſt needs make him terrible to the 
IVkiggiſh World; for we know that he who wants 
no Money, can want no Means to give the World di- 
ſturbance; and as the Pretender has vaſt Penſions 
from the Eccleſiaſtick State, together, with mighty 
Sams of Church Money Contributed from the Re- 
ligions Houſes in Germany and France, es alſo from 
ſome of the moſt High and Mighty (Beggarly) Prin- 
ces of Itah, all which put together including what 
he has from the Regent of France, amounts at leaſt to 
an Hundred thouſand Pound Sterling, per Az, and 
that he has not above goo or a thouſand Dependents 
and Re fugee, Gentlemen who depend upon him to be 
maintained, I ſay this being true, what may we not 
expect from a Perſon ſo powerful Wealthy, and 
well ſupported as he is at this time.

But to go back farther for Reaſons of State, and 
to ſearch into the real Encouragements which offer 
themſelves to Mr. Dunton, to juſtify his eſpouſing

Exclamation of the ſaid Inferior Clergy ; and that 
ſeeing, as Is reported, almoſt all the Beaus, Rakes, 
Fops and High-Church Parſons are on his fide, and 
that theſe make too great a part of the People , 
how can Mr. Dunton but join hands with him that 
has ſo powerful an Intreſt in the Nation ? 

Farther, the Safety of the Church, that mighty thing 
which has byaſt ſo many ſober Chriſtians, and car- 
ry'd over ſo many Underſtanding, (ignorant) People 
with their Eyes open, but their Senſes. blinded, to 
the Intereſt of the Pretender: For as Mr. Dmnton 
is a very faithſul and good natur'd Friend to the 
Church, how can he but Embrace any thing, and 
every thing that he thinks is in the leaſt adapted 
to do good to the Church; and how can he be fo 
blind as not to ſee, that the only way to reſtore 
the Peace of Proteſtants, is to bring Fire and Fag- 
got upon them from abroad, that the only way 
to ſecure the Proteſtant Intereſt aud Church in the 
World, is by bringing in Popery, which is as cer- 
tainly ſure, as that the only way to ſecure Liberty

verance. 

Laſtiy, Mr. Dunton thinks, That as the Facobires 
have no Patent granted them, to Monopolize all the 
groſs Abſurdities in Nature to their own Uſe and Bee 
hoof; it is, upon any particular Occaſion, as much 
his Right to ſacrifice his Underſtanding, for a time, 
as other Men; and he reſolves to reſerve to him-

There are divers and ſundry other Reaſons which
